trust company, approved in

case by the New York superintendent 
of insurance for the general benefit 
and security of all the policy holders 
of such company in the United States. 
Under the date of August llth. the 


Hon. 
Frank Hasbrouck, superintend- 
ent o£ insurance of New York, baa di- 
rected a letter to the trustees and 
mangers of these 
companies, 
from 
which the following is quoted: 
"Under the provision of the trust 
instrument, you will note that no se- 
curities deposited with trustees may 
be released or transferred to the com- 
pany without first obtaining the con- 
sent of the .superintendent of insur- 
ance. In this connection it seems de- 
sirable to advise that the department 
holds that the trustee or trustees can- 
not release any securities or cash, 
other than Interest earnings, to the 
manager or managers for any purpose 
other than to meet United States loss 
claims., .The releasing of any such 
funds to the manager or managers so 
that same may be transmitted to 
home office will be held to be an eva- 
sion of the trust deed."

This ruling 
was made by Attorney General Owea 
to Secretary of State Donald. In aud- 
iting bills for the Industrial school 
the secretary of state discovered • 
charge of ?93 for butterine. The la,w 
says that "any person who shall know- 
ingly or negligently buy-or 
procure 
for use as food in any of the charita- 
ble, correctional or penal institu- 
tions of this state any butter or cheese 
not made.wholly and directly 
from 
pure milk or cream, salt and harm- 
less coloring matter 
shall be fined

ENTER JAPAN. 


ist but not least Japan has be- 


come one of the warring nations of 
the globe. Not content to sit idly by 
and permit the nations of Europe to 
fight It out, the Japs have gone to 
the aid of England and under the pre- 
text of the terms of the existing al- 
liance between tho two nations has 
announced to Germany to evacuatf 
the possessions it holds in China and 
retire from the eastern field. 
That the reason for this movement 


may be better understood one has 
but to glance at the map of the Ger 
man possessions in the far east ant 
realize that should Japan take over 
these possessions it would become i 
powerful element in the developmen 
of 
the east. However, Japan 
an 


nounces that the German treaty ports 
which it insists Germany retire from 
will be returned to China, and that it] 
is acting in good faith. 


The treaty between Japan and Eng- 


land is interesting to note at this 
time and it is contained in the follow- 
ing set of brief paragraphs and may 
also help to a better understanding 
of the situation. However it comes 
out Germany will lose prestige in the 
east and be struck at a vital spot, Its 
colonial possessions, and this is evi- 
dently what the allies are aiming at, 
hence Japan's sudden entrance Into 
the field of Mars. 
"Agreement of alliance between the 


"United Kingdom and Japan, signed at 
London, July 13, 1911. 
"The government of Great Britain 


and the government of Japan, having 
in view the important changes which 
have taken place in the 
situation 


since the conclusion of the Anglo- 
Japanese agreement of the twelfth of 
August, 1905, and believing that a re- 
vision of that agreement responding 
to such changes would contribute to 
general stability and repose, 
have 
agreed upon the following stipulations 
to replace the agreement above men- 
tioned, such stipulations having the 
same object as the said agreement, 
namely: 
"A. The consolidation and mainte- 


nance of the general peace in the re- 
gions of eastern Asia and of India. 


"B. The preservation of the com- 


mon interests of all powers in China 
by insuring (be independence and in- 
tegrity of .the Chinese empire and the 
principle of equal opportunity for the 
commerce and industry of all nations 
in China. 
"C. The maintenance of the terri- 


torial rights of the high contracting 
parties in the regions of eastern Asia 
and of India, and the defense of their 
special interests in the t.iid regions. 


".\rticle I—It is agreed that when- 


ever, in the opinion of either Great 
Britain or Japan, any of the rights 
ana interests referred to in the pre- 
amble of this agreement are in jeop- 
ardy, the two governments will com- 
municate with one another fully and 
frankly and will consider in common 
the measures which should be taken 
to safeguard those menaced rights or 
interests. 
"\rticle II—If by reason of unpro- 


voked attack or agressive action, 
wherever arising, on the part of any 
power or powers, either high contract- 
ing party should bo Involved in war 
In defense of its territorial rights or 
special interests mentioned in 
the 


preamble of this agreement, the other 
high contracting party will at once 
come to the assistance of its ally, ana 
will conduct the war in common, ana 
make peace in mutual agreement

vessels capable of caring for a consid- 
erable volume ot international ship- 


Late statistics* show that these four 


countries have a combined total of 
469 steamers, classed as sea-going, 
each of 100 tons net or over, with a 
total gross tonnage of 549,267. In sail- 
ing vessels the same countries have 
a total of 622 ships, of 50 tons net or 
over, with a combined gross tonnage 
of 204,473. 
Of course,' all of these 


vessels, although classed as sea-going, 
are not adapted to trans-Atlantic traf- 
fic. Some of these lines, however, are 
well equipped with a number of mod- 
ern steamers which could be utilized 
for over-sea shipping. Notable among 
these are the following lines: 
The Lloyd Braileiro, a large com- 


pany subventioned by the Brazilian 
government, has such vessels as the 
Sao Paulo, Rio de Janeiro, and Minas 
Geraes, quick passenger, mail, 
and 


freight steamers which are of -6,500 
tons each, equipped with wireless tele- 
graph and every modern convenience, 
and which have been plying between 
Brazilian ports and New York. 'The 
company has similar vessels plying 
between Rio de Janeiro and southern 
ports to Buenos Aires. 
The Argentine Navigation company 


(the 
Mihanovich lines) 
of 
Buenos 


Aires has no less than 325 steamers, 
most of which are engaged in fluvial 
and coastwise truffle, but many of 
which are adapted to over-sea ship- 


The 
South American Steamship 


company, a Chilean line, has a fleet of 
steamers composed of some twenty 
vessels plying between Valparaiso and 
Pacific ports, with an average of 2,000 
tons each. Seven of these make reg- 
ular trips between Valparaiso and 
Panama, some formerly going as far 
as 
San Francisco. 
These vessels 


have modern equipment and fairly 
good passenger accommodations. 


The Peruvian Steamship company 


operating under a subvention^ from the 
Peruvian government, among numer- 
ous other vessels, has a fleet of five 
fine, up-to-date, turbine driven, oil- 
burning steamers, which have only re- 
cently been placed in 
commission. 


Owing to the recently developed oil 
fields of Peru these steamers are 
using oil for fuel, although they are 
built so that coal can be used if neces- 
sary. They are equipped with all 
modern appliances and conveniences 
and have excellent 
accommodations 


for passengers. 
They have an aver- 


age of 4,000 tons capacity each, and 
are especially fast. 
They can make 


the trio from Callao, Peru, to Panama 
in six "days, and from there to New 
York in as many more. All could be 
easily adapted to trans-oceanic traffic. 


These several lines, as well as otn- 


ers not specifically mentioned, will 
doubtless be ready to grasp the op- 
portunity to engage in the most profit- 
able business at hand. 
Presumably 


such vessels as are suited to the 
trans-Atlantic trade will be promptly 
prepared to meet 
the emergency. 


Thus the South American merchant 
marine may become an important fac- 
tor in North American shipping.

BOOSTERS START TOUR 


Colorado Springs, Mo., • Aug. 17.— 
Hoping to prove that the "Pikes Peak 
Ocean-to-Ocean Highway" is the" most 
practicable and attractive automobile 
route across the continent, a big so- 
ciability automobile run from Color- 
ado Springs to Salt Lake City began 
today. Several score of automobillsts, 
representing the country as far east 
as Indiana, left here early today and 
will reach the Mormon capital 
on 


Aug. 22, in time for the great inter- 
national carnival, The/Wizards of the 
Wasatch. 
• - ' . - . 
This, run Is the last leg of an auto- 
mobile tour which.;began at 
Terre 
Haute, Ind., on Aug. 6 and brought 
numerous motor enthusiasts here by 
way of Springfield, 111., St. -Joseph, 
Mo., and across the Kansas plains. 
The distance covered by the run when 
completed will be 1,750 milea. making 
one of the largest motor events of the 
year. To mark-and log the Colorado 
and Utah divisions of the Pike's Peak 
ocean-to-ocean highway, a 
car left here three weeks ago 
made the run to Salt Lake City. 
The Pikes Peak Ocean-to-Ocean 
Highway association was organized 
last • March at a meeting held in St. 
Joseph, Mo. Despite the fact that it 
is the newest of all the transconti- 
nental routes proposed, Its promoters 
are confident that they can demon- 
strate that it is the best because it IB 
open for traffic today. The directors 
of the- association held a meeting at 
St.-Joseph June 26 and at that time 
reports were received from all sec- 
tions showing the roads in excellent 
condition for immediate travel. From 
Illinois, Missouri, Kansas,. Colorado 
and Utah enthusiasts 
reported 
an 
enormous amount of .work done 
in 
construction 
and 
development of 
roads In anticipation of heavy travel 
over the route in 1915. This trans- 
continental route has many historic 
associations and really is a joining to- 
gether of many of the trails made by 
the Indians,-and -the earliest, pioneers 
which were follbwefl'-by the railroads 
when these were constructed. From

and westward the 
route traverses-some of the most won- 
derful scenic ports of Colorado .and 
Utah.

Expectations of large crops this year 
.were early impressed upon the public 
by the publicity given the initial re- 
ports of the agricultural department. 
The country suffered from 
a 
slow- 


down in activity, which reflected • a 
world condition and which 
was un- 
doubtedly aggravated by the very 
small yield of corn in some of the cen- 
tral and western states. The season, 
which started out so brilliantly in the 
spring, failed to maintain its prodigal 
promise, with the single exception of 
winter wheat. 
Weather conditions 
over a large part of the country were 
distinctly unfavorable to the develop- 
ment of the corn crop and also to oats 
and cotton. The losses, like last 
year a were not general but confined 
partly to the same area as the previ- 
ous season with an enlargement south- 
ward. 
The aggregate production of 
the country is still maintained over a 
ten-year mean, but in those ten years 
Borne very good and several very poor 
crops were gathered. The wheat crop, 
passing all previous records, and fur- 
nishing a surplus far in excess of any 
pervious season, has kept the public 
attention focused on large crops, and 
the expectancy that trade revival 
would be hastened by big reduction 
The corn crop falls into less than the 
average of recent years and promises 
somewhere around last year's produc- 
tion on an area of a million acres less, 
and with no violent losses such as 
afflicted Kansas last ysar. The oats 
crop is generally good northward, but 
poor in the southern portion of the 
belt, where heat 
rather 
than 
dry 
weather did groat injury at the filling 
period. The hay crop suffered some 
and the yield is the second in succes- 
sion below a 
generous 
production 
though above the 
previous season. 


The cotton crop has been subject to 
extremes of climate from the start ot 
planting, but prospects are for an av- 
erage yield. 


Wheat Makes Record. 


Oft predicted, much 
expected, at 
last realized, the wheat crop of the 
United States has made a record not 
alone in aggregate - bushels 
but 
in 


yield per acre: The total; crop of win- 
ter and spring -wheat is 920,573 000 
bushels. .It follows a record of last 
year of 763,380,000 
bushels—making 
the third year of abundant wheat, anS 
the second in succession of record 
crops. 
The yield of winter wheat 
made the great crop; the spring wheat 
fell under blight in its final mating 
and yet with the big yield of 19.1 bush- 
els per acre of the winter, or fall 
sowed variety, the crop lands at the 
top. 
The average yield 
of winter 
wheat has never been very larr»e 
Be- 


ing grown over a territory that ex- 
tends from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and from South Dakota 
to 
centra' 
Texas, there has always been some 
sections of low yields; some section 
where extremes of weather, or infesta- 
tion of insects pulled down the aver- 
age. 
This year, everywhere the yield 


was large, under previous records in 
a few states, but over in the large ma- 
jority. 
In 1906 when the average 


yield was 16% bushels per acre, the 
first great record of yield to the acre 
was made, and repeated again last

year would have put the crop over the 
billion mark. The rains which were 
normal during the fore part of the 
summer, and even sufficient 
during 
the midsummer, were attended by 
high temperatures, and such 
condi- 
tions, moisture and hot weather, usu- 
ally produce black mat, a 
fungus 
growth always present in the spring 
wheat region. Several manifestations 
of this trouble in other years spoiled 
brilliant promises. 
The ravages ol 
the rust this year were quite general 
in South Dakota and Minnesota. 
In 
addition, extreme temperatures caused 
premature ripening of the grain, and 
a light crop was the result. The acre- 
age was reduced from last year by 
reason of a late spring and wet soil. 
The crop Is indicated at 241,770,000 
which was around last 
year's final 
crop. A month ago, when the spring 
wheat was in its early stage the world 
over, and the promise for all crops 
was far In excess of last year's, the 
price market began to break under 
the coming deluge of the golden grain 
—breaking so rapidly by the time of 
the early harvests in this country that 
the record crop carried very little as 
surance of compensating the farmer 
for his toll, and for the rental value of 
his land. 
Even before war became 
probable, the breaking down of the 
spring wheat crop started the price 
the other way, and now the American 
farmer is assured of an average price 
above that of recent years and the 
compensation for his crop will be ex 
cellent. 


Drouth Hurts Corn. 
When we turn from the great win 
ter wheat harvest to the other crops 
the outlook is not of the best, though 
better than last year in the feedstuffs 
or coarse grains. Next to wheat, in 
fact above it in value to the country 
Is the corn crop—the great domestic 
food of man and animals. The causes 
which helped wheat to its fine harvest 
in the winter seeded states, were un 
favorable to the corn': dry weather 
with high temperatures. 
The corn 
plant thrives with moisture and hoi 
weather, but when that moisture is 
short the hot winds and scorching 
rays set back the vigor of the plant 
For flvd years the country has been 
vexed with a large dry area, shifting 
slightly each year, until last secson 
working up and down .the trans-Mis 
souri country. Last year it crossee 
the rivers, and penetrated into Illinois 
and the lower sections of Indiana am 
Ohio. This year it has been enlarged 
covering the same section as a year 
ago, but extending south and'east, anc 
in the Ohio Valley a hundred and fifty 
miles north of last year's boundary 
It covers a large part of Kansas, Mia 
souri, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, all ol 
Louisiana, Oklahoma, 'Arkansas, Ken 
tuckV; Tennessee, Mississippi, Ala 
bama, and portions of Georgia, the 
Carolines and Virginia; a 
territory 
which 'two years ago raised 1,910,000, 
000 bushels, and last year 1,470,000,000 
bushels of corn. Two years ago the 
crop was exceptionally large In the 
northern states, small in the southern 
last year the south had almost recon 
yields, while the northern states were 
far below the average, and Kansas hac 
the lowest yield of record. Year li 
and year out the country now coverei 
by the dry area has produced 60 per 
cent of the corn crop. The Indica 
tions at the time our report was mad 
up showed a promise of 2,651,855,000 
bushels on a. total acreage a million 
short of last year.

be counted poor. A few years ago it 
would have been called a record one, 
for corn like other crops has been 
slowly advancing In the average yield 
per acre. Last year's crop of 2,450,- 
000,000 bushels following a yield of 
3,125,000,000 bushels in 1912 did not 
disturb the country as much as ex- 
pected, when measured by agricul- 
tural results—the loss of hogs 
and 
cattle from lack of feed being less than 
anticipated. The present year's crop 
promising above last year's total, will 
be at least an improvement over the 
western country, for Kansas which 
barely harvested its seed in 1913 will 
this year have a fair crop. In the lake 
region, comprising the northern por- 
tions of Ohlol Indiana, and Illinois and 
th estates of Wisconsin and Michigan, 
the crop is again excellent; north of 
the Missouri river, and extending 
westward, on up to the Canadian bor- 
der the crop will -be good. 


Argentine Corn Crop. 


The Argentine corn crop was again 
large this year, and the deficiency of 
our crop which would have been felt 
the worst on the Atlantic coast, will 
be helped out by the imports from that 
country. The price will again be high, 
and in the form of direct compensa- 
tion to the producer make up, some- 
what for the lower yield, though on 
the other hand it will not develop the 
traffic for the railroads 
anticipated 
earlier in the season nor will there be 
much incentive in the 
sections of 
small yield to increase the number of 
food animals. 
The oats-crop which made a great 
record two years ago, and followed 
with a yield close to that record last 
year, promises the 
same 
generous 
yield this year. This grain takes the 
place of corn in feeding, and last year 
it helped out the country very ma- 
terially, and a like result may be ex- 
pected from the present year's crop. 
Our correspondents report a crop ag- 
gregating 1,196,591,000 bushels which 
compares with 1,121,000,000 officially 
ascertained last year. 
The total production of the three 
great cereal crops Is 4,709,019,000 
bushels, which in the aggregate ex- 
ceeds last year's crops by nine per 
cent. This is a good improvement, 
though not up to the early expecta- 
tions of the country. 
The hay crop fell below the record 


of .two years ago, but exceeded last 
year's by nearly ten per cent. 
The 
drought came too late to make an ex- 
tensive damage as a year ago. The 
spring was backward and general 
moisture was plentiful and the "crop 
had a splendid start, and, while there 
was but one cutting over a large part 
of the country, the, yield was more 
abundant than last year's. In the lake 
regions in Iowa and northward and in 
the eastern states, the yield was above 
the average which brought the crop 
up to a higher volume than expected.

Cotton Yield Fair. 


Cotton—the 
great 
export 
crop— 
promises only a fair, yield this year, 
Sue to a poor start all over the belt. 
The early part of the spring, when 
planting' was under way east of the 
Mississippi river, drought set in (and 
has continued to some extent 
ever 
since) and the germination was very 
slow. The soil was hard to work, and 
in many sections planting was delayed 
in the expectation of rain, and finally 
the entire crop was put in in the dry- 
Rains were light all during the season, 
though lately there has been 
some 
good precipitation along the coastal 
region. 
The dry weather permitted 
the young plants to be worked care- 
fully, and the fields were never clean- 
er than this season. On account of 
the deep penetration 
of the 
root, 
which Is confined to a main 
trunk, 
with two small laterals, the plant has 
withstood 
the 
drought 
and 
hot 
weather much better than was expect- 
ed, and where only slight rains fell 
from time to time the crop promise is 
fairly good. In the southwest the re- 
verse conditions prevailed. 
Heavy 
rains set in during March over Texas 
and Oklahoma and 
continued 
with 


some constancy until late in June. 
Planting was delayed to such an ex- 
tent that not more than 90 per cent of 
the expected acreage was put under 
cultivation. 
Since, the rains ceased, 
the drought has taken hold of that 
section, and with.hot weather, further 
damage to a late start was added. Re- 
cently there have been fairly good 
rains over a, part of the southwest and 
the plant Is showing a good .effect. 
The short crop promised to be very 
remunerative to the planter, for the 
world's requirement is for 15,000,000 
bales annually of American cotton, of 
which 
9,000,000 bales are 
needed 
abroad. With every indication of a 
yield much under the indication the 
market for the staple was holding to 
a higher price than usual in advance 
of the crop, "but the outbreak of war 
in Europe completely demoralized the 
trade, and in one sense it is fortunate 
that a smaller yield than recent aver- 
ages-developed, for the weight of the 
crop now in sight will be difficult to 
finance until the ports of Europe are 
opened and cotton spinning 
is re- 
sumed on a normal basis. 
On last 
year's price the value of the cotton 
alone was $900,000,000 and the value 
of the seed for commercial purposes 
$200,000,000, making a total crop value 
of $1,100,000,000 of which our exports 
were $700,000,000 or 65 per cent of the 
whole. The shrinkage of the money 
value of the cotton .crop on' account of 
war this year is at least $300,000,000, 
and the burden falls almost entirely 
upon the southern states. The con- 
sumption of cotton in this country av- 
erages only 56,000,000 bales, and in 
spite ot somewhat enlarged operations 
by reason of stoppage of manufacture 
abroad, very little Inroad jwill be made 
Into the supply, for the facilities are 
not present, ana a cottonlmiU cap not 
be built aha equipped In time to take
